ON LINDBERGH NOTE 
USED 100 YEARS AGO 


Originated in Vienna Under- 
world—Why Detective 
Went to Europe.

TRENTON, N. J., May 16.—With 


the publication of the Lindbergh 
ransom note it became known that 
this was the reason which sent 


Major Charles H. Schoeffel, second 
in command of the State Police in- 
vestigating the kidnaping and slay- 
ing,. on his mysterious trip to 


Europe. 

While the trip was ostensibly to 
confer with the various police 
offices of the Continental cities in 
checking criminal records, the nrain 
reason was to investigate the pe- 
culiar signature of identification 
left by the kidnaper. 

First intimation that this signa- 
ture might have some significance 
connecting it with the underworld 
of Europe, was given to Col. H. 
Norman Schwarzkopf, head of the 
State Police, by a priest, a personal 
friend of long standing. 

“This cleric had specialized during 
| his college days and, later, as a 
hobby, in studying various symbols, 
codes and inscriptions used by the 
clans and secret societies of We:<‘- 
ern Europe. 

Schwarzkopf, a few days after 
the kidnaping, happened to visit 
this priest and in the ‘course of 
their conversation gave a descrip- 
tion of the peculiar signature on 
the ransom note. 

This symbol was two overlapping 
circles with a solid circle in the 
center of the elipse formed by the 
two. The center circle was in red, 
apparently made by the cork of a 
wine bottle. The two outer rings 
were in blue while the center red 
circle was outlined with the same 
color. ._Three square holes were in 
line puncturing each of the circles. 

Instantly the priest was aroused. 
“Why, I recognize that signature,’ 
he said to Schwarzkopf. 
an old signature used by the under- 
world in Vienna 100 years ago.”

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GOVERNOR ASKS. 
POLIGE BOARD TO 
HELP ON BUDGET 


Caulfield Says He Favors 
Requesting ‘Department 
to Take 10 Pct. Pay Cut 
if Necessary. 


Gov. Caulfield announced at Jef- 
ferson City today that he had. re- 
quested the members of the St. Louis 
Police Board to co-operate as far 
as possible with the city authorities 
in balancing the city budget, and 
that he favored the plan of asking 
the police to take a voluntary cut 
of 10 per cent in pay, if necessary; 
to enable the city to meet its ob- 
ligations, 

The Governor said he had talked 
by telephone with President Kiel 
of the board and Fred H. ‘Kreis- 
mann, one of the members of the 
board, and Chief Gerk, and that 
he had written to Commissioner 
Bartlett. ‘The message in each case 
was a request that the board and 
the Police Department co-operate 
in the present effort to balancg the 
city budget. The Police Board , is 
appointed by the Governor. 

“T stated,” the Governor said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, “that 
since the increase in police pay, 
there had been a considerable re- 
duction in the cost of diving. It is 
unfortunate that any reduction in 
pay should have to be suggested, 
but I believe the state boards 
should co-operate, and should not 
be in the position of standing on 
the law, and demanding all. that 
they can claim under the law, when 
the city government is in financial 
straits.” 


The Police Board was asked by 
@ group of downtown business 
men, at its meeting Friday, to ask 
the policemen to accept the 10 
per cent cut. It took the matter 
under advisement. A week before, 
the Board received the same re- 
quest from the members of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment and the Ways and Means 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men, and declined to grant it.

WASHINGTON, May 16. — The 
Senate today refused to restore the 
high war time income tax rates in 
the revenue bill as proposed in the 
Couzens amendment in the first 
major test on the compromise 
measure reported by the Finance 
Committee. 

A combination of Republicans 
and Democrats united to defeat the 
high 1918 income tax schedule of- 
fered by Senator Couzens (Rep.) 
Michigan, on a 49 to-30 vote. 

Rejection of the Couzens sched- 
ule left the moré moderate in- 
creases in income rates provided in 
the compromise bill in order for a 
vote, 

The normal] rates in the compro- 
mise bill rates are three per cent 
‘on the first $4000 income; 6 per 
cent on the next $4000, and 9 per 
cent on income over $8000. 

Couzens changed his vote from 
aye to nay with the announced pur- 
pose of moving reconsideration at 
a later date. 

Previous Effort to Amend. 

The Senate previously, in the 
first vote on the revenue bill, had 
rejected an amendment to reduce 
the lower income rates of the pro- 
posal of Couzens (Rep.),. Michigan. 

Ceuzens would have raised 
normal taxes to 6 per cent on the 
first. $4000 and to 12 per cent on 
income over $4000 and the surtax 
rates to a maximum of 65 per cent. 

Senator Connally (Dem.) Texas, 
then offered an amendment. to re- 
vive the 1921 income tax rates, pr9- 
viding normal! rates of 4 per cent on 
the first $4000 and 8 per cent an 
income over $4000, ‘with a maxi- 
mum surtax of 55 per cent. He said 
these rates would produce $123,- 
000,000 more revenue than the 
schedule in the conipromise bill. 

Senators Borah and Harrison, 
Republican and Democrat, clashed 
over demands to make the income 
taxes pay the bulk of the billion 
dollar revenue bill by imposition of 
the wartime rates. 

“This is war!” shouted Borah, 
calling for the high 1918 taxes to 
meet the needs of a Feceral relief 
program as well as to balance the 
budget. 

In his first words on the tax bil! 
as ranking minority member of 
the Finance Committee, Harrison 
opposed the war-time rates, pro- 
posed in an amendment by Couz- 
ens (Rep.), Michigan, and asked 
for a united front for the eomproe- 
mise tax bill which raises income 
taxes to the highest level since the 
War. : 

“These are peace times, when 
there is no prosperity in the coun- 
try,” he declared. “I can’t believe 
that for us to say we are going to 
use the strong arm of the Govern- 
ment to take 77 cents of every dol- 
lar you make, is going to ‘encour- 
age the revival of business and 
start the wheels of industry turn- 
ing again.” 

Drastic Legislation. 

The Couzens amendment would 
levy rates of 6 per cent on the first 
$4000 and 12 per cent on income 
above that figure, with surtax rates 
in the higher brackets graduating 
up to 65 per cent. 

“It is a drastic piece of legisla- 
tion, but ‘t seems no mere so than 
necessary to meet the situation,” 
Borah said. He said demands on 
the Government in the next few 
months would be in excess of any-' 
thing yet proposed, and pointed to 
the renewed drive for Federal un- 
employment relief. 

“It is necessary that we can on 
those who. have means to contrib- 
ute, so we may have means to do

Nelson, who returned yesterday 
from the headquarters of the inter- 
national car men's union at Detroit, 
said he had not studied the com- 
munication from Gaylord. “I can 
say, however, that the Chamber of 
Commerce would have to do more 
in this case than it did in the past 
to affect the situation any,’’ Nelson 
said. 
Recalis Chamber’s Attitude. 
“We went to the Chamber of 
Commerce 18 months ago,”’ Nelson 
continued, “to ask help in getting 
the Public Service Co. to agree to 
allowing regular employes one day 
off in eight, in order that several 
hundred extra men would not be 
discharged. Mr. Gaylord was 
among those hearing our request. 
We were informed that it was not 
the business of the Chamber of 
(Commerce to interfere in the pri- 
vate affairs of any company.” 
Nelson and other union leaders 
will appear before an executive 
session of the Social Justice Com- 
mission, an organization of clergy- 
men and educators, this afternoon, 
and state the union’s case. Among 
the duties of the commission jis 
mediation of labor disputes. 
Clarke was also invited to ap- 
pear before the Social Justice Com- 
mission, but declined.

Director of Public Utilities 
Pritchard told the conference he 
would try to get. along on the re- 
duced appropriations for his de- 
partment, but might have some dif- 
ficulty with the street lighting 
items.

“Not a Drop in the Bucket.” 
Senator Copeland (Dem)., New 
York, suggested that the $250,000,- 
000 to $300,000,000 proposed in the 
Hoover-Robinson compromise re- 
lief plan as loans to states for un- 
employment would not be “a drop 
in the bucket.” 

Borah agreed. He also said the 
need was increasing, and “we are 
just six months late. We are ar- 
riving by freight.” é 

He argued that a balanced bud- 
get would be a mere hazard until 
something was done to stabilize the 
dollar, which he insisted Congress 
undertake, 

“How many suicides must there 
be?” asked Borah, “how many in- 
sane? How many farms sold un- 
der the hammer? How many busi- 
nesses closed before the time has 
arrived when, through some proc- 
ess, we undertake to stay or to sta- 
bilize the purchasing power of the 
American. dollar?’’ 

Citing figures to show the fluc- 


tuating value of gold, Borah as- 


jserted, “the business world cannot 


continue under that state of af- 
fairs.” He added there will be a 
collapse. 

“If we have no remedy for the 
fluctuating value of gold, it will 
be impossible for the business 
world to continue, and balancing 
the budget will be an iridescent 
dream.” 

Borah added that silver may not 
be the solution, and, if it is not, 
“the Federal Reserve Board should 
undertake to do more than it has 
undertaken to do to stabilize _ the 
value of the American dollar.” 

“In levying such a drastic tax 
as we are levying, or propose. to 
levy in this amendment, we are do- 
ing no more than calmly meeting 
the situation,” Borah said. 

“We shall not be able to meet the 
situation unless we associate with 
the tax plan some plan for sta- 
bilizing the American dollar,” he 
concluded.

been the kidnapers’ agent in the 
Alexander Berg abduction case, 

‘Meanwhile, five other men con- 
victed are awaiting disposition of 
their cases.

victed by juries, have filed motions 
for new trials. 

The motion of Charles Heuer, or- 
dered sentenced to 99 years in 
prison as leader of the abductors, 
is set for hearing before Circuit 
Judge Ossing next Friday. No 
dates have been set for hearings 
on similar motions by Edward Bar- 
cume, Heuver’s first lieutenant, and 
George Peak, “finger man,” who 
pointed out Berg as a victim. Their 
terms were fixed at 25 years in the 
penitentiary. 

Medlock to Go to Prison. 

Curtis Medlock, who — pleaded 
guilty and testified as a State’s wit- 
ness against. Richards and Peak, 
will be sent to the penitentiary, 
with the next. shipment of prison- 


ers, in all probability, to begin his}: 


25-year term. 

Once incarcerated, he has the 
privilege of filing application, as a 
first offender, for transfer to the 
intermediate reformatory at Algoa. 
During the Richard8 trial Medlock 
testified under examination of the 
Circuit Attorney that Miller had 
said he would recommend such a 
transfer if it was asked by Med- 
lock. 

Charles Tucker, guard at the 
kidnapers’ Easton avenue flat and 
former juvenile delinquent, has not 
yet been sentenced on his plea of 
guilty, entered before Heuer’s trial. 
The State has openly acknowledged 
Tucker’s service by his testimony 
as a prosecution witness. Whether 
he will be sent to the penitentiary 
or paroled from the bench is a 
matter to be decided by Circuit 
Judge Ossing, before whom he 
pleaded guilty. 

Jurors’ Explanation. 

Walter P. Gummersheimer, jewel- 
ry salesman, 3120A Iowa avenue 
and foreman of the jury that ac- 
quitted Richards after an hour’s 
deliberation, had nothing to add to- 
day to his statement of Saturday 
night.

The city and the downtow® prop- 
erty and business interests had de- 
murred to the plan, which would 
have sent the present Market street 
traffic north on Twenty-first to 
Pine street, then east. 

Under the revised plan proposed 
at the meeting, Market street would 
carry car traffic as far east as 
Twenty-first street, while a bus line 
with a western terminus at Kings- 


highway boulevard and Chouteau — 


avenue would serve the eastern sec- 
tion of Market, from Eighteenth to 
Fourth streets. The plan includes 
abandonment of the present. La» 
clede car line. 

The revised plan, in brief, is as 
follows: . 

The Southampton car line to 
be routed east over its present 
route to Vandeventer and Chou- 
teau, thence east on Chouteau to 
Eighteenth, north to Pine, and 
east to Fourth street.

Chamber of Conunenes 
Backing Organization 
Which Will Seek to Re- 


duce Cost of Government 


A taxpayers’ organization to be 
known as “The Public, Inc.’ is to 
be formed under the auspices of 
the St. Louis.Chamber of Com- 
merce to carry on a campaign to 
reduce the cost of government. 

High-pressure tactics, said 
Charles H. Morrill, chairman of the 
board of directors of the chamber, 
have induced the Government, at 
the expense of the people, “‘to help 
almost everyone with subsidies ex- 
cept the general people.” The pur- 
pose of “The Public ,Inc.”’, he said, 
will be to convince public officials 


that the time has arrived for tax 
relief. “Everyone else has been 
relieved,’’ Morrill said, “why not 
the taxpayer? Can the Government 
scoff at his plight?” 

The platform of 
Inc.”’ calls for: 

A budget balanced through 
economies and not through in- 
creased taxes. 

Control of Government spend- 
ing and elimination of waste. 

A “pay-as-we-go” policy with 
no demands on Government for 
functions which taxpayers can- 

~not afford. 

Definite pledges of candidates 
for economy and lower taxes. 

Votes for candidates, regard- 
less of party labels, who prom- 
ise economy. . 

“Taxes Delay Recovery.” , 

The Chamber’s announcement of 
the new organization emphasized 
that every citizen pays taxes 
whether he knows it or not. “Di- 
rectly or indirectly,’’ the statement 
said, “we all pay. The taxes are 
passed on in the prices paid for 
everything. About 50 cents out of 
every business dollar goes to taxes 
—that’s how much it costs in in- 
visible taxes, 

“This tax burden delivers a stag- 
gering blow to the family standard 
of living. Almost everything else 
has been reduced, but higher and 
still higher taxes prevent persons 
from getting the benefit of cheaper 
prices. Méanwhile, for the most 
part, the Government employes 
supported by taxation get the bene- 
fit of lower living costs and pay no 
taxes at all on income. 

“Taxes, new taxes, more taxes 
may prevent the firm that employs 
workers from stimulating business 
with improvements or more ageres- 
sive plans: they keep industries 
from maintaining more payroll 
help in the present emergency; in 
every Way, and at every turn, ex- 
cessive taxes on business delay our 
whole economic recov ery and pros- 
perity.

The judgment, plus the additional expense 
of advertising, engraving and floating 
bonds, interest, etc., will be equal to 
about one-fifth the price of a new, up-to- 
date electric plant, capable of fully sup- 
plying the city.

ONE AGAINST MANY. 

There was little honor won by either combatant 
in the last skirmish in the tariff fight. The Demo 
cratic tariff bill, which was killed by a presidential 
veto, was at best a milk and water affair. It would 
have referred the recommendations of the Tariff Com- 
mission to the Congress rather than to the President 
for action, thus inducing continuous log-rolling re 
visions with their consequent disturbance to inter- 
national trade. It would have required the President 
to appoint a consumers’ counsel to appear before 
the commission on behalf of the public, but he is 
an optimist indeed who supposes that such an of- 
ficial could effectively counter-balance the tremendous 
pressure which is brought to bear upon this body by 
the special interests which seek increased favors from 
the Government. The bill requested the President, 
also, to negotiate reciprocal tariff reductions with 
other nations and to summon an international eco- 
nomic conference with a view to lowering excessive 


duties. , 
Agreements arrived at by these means would have 


‘to be referred to Congress for ratification as at pres- 


ent and, in this respect, the measure gave the Presi- 
dent no power which he did not already possess. Al- 
together it can be interpreted only as an effort to 
make political capital by an apparent attack upon 
the Hawley-Smoot tariff which gave no relief from 


| the oppressive rates of that law and did nothing ef- 


fective to break its strangle-hold on world trade. 
Few tears need be shed over its veto. The Prest- 
dent’s veto message, on the other hand, adds nothing 
to his political stature or to his reputation as an 
economist. He continues to praise the principle of 
flexibility and repeats the hoary myth that this 
device will “promptly remedy inequities and injus- 
tices in the tariff.” He asserts that reciprocal re- 
ductions would breed trade wars while ignoring the 
far more serious threat to world peace which is in- 
volved in the present upward movement of tariff bar- 
riers. He rejects the proposal for an international 
trade conference on the amazing ground that “tariffs 
are solely a domestic question.” In the face of pro 
longed agricultural depression and widespread unem- 


stricting international trade were adopted in the 
interest of American labor and the farmer. In the 
midst of the longest and severest depression in a gen- 
eration, he is able to declare that “there never has 
been a time in the history of the United States when 
tariff protection was more essential to the welfare of 
the American people than at present.” 

The truth of the matter, of course, is exactly the 
opposite. It is presented by Prof: Frank W. Taussig 
of Harvard University in the current Atlantic; by 
Prof. James Harvey Rogers of Yale University in 
“America Weighs Her Gold”; by Prof. Alvin H. Han- 
sen ofthe University of Minnesota in “Economic 
Stabilization in an Unbalanced World”; by Sir George 
Paish in “The Way to Recovery”; by Sir Arthur Sal- 
ter in his brilliant new book, “Recovery, the Second 
Effort”; by Gates W. MecGarrabh, president of the 
Bank for International Settlements in his second an- 
nual report; by the Wiggin Committee of Bankers 
which considered the problem of international debts; 
by the committee of experts of the Bank of Interna- 
tional Settlements which recently considered the ques- 
tion of reparation payments; by the 1200 American 


Smoot bill. 

One after another these authorities have shown 
how American tariffs have led to depression—pre- 
venting the payment of debts, piling up gold in the 
United States, restricting credit and depressing prices 
abroad, cutting off markets for our exports, reducing 
employment and so destroying business at home. 

Reduction of the American /tariff is the one thing 
most urgently needed to promote industrial revival. 
All other measures, by comparison, are but feeble 
palliatives. On this issue, if Mr. Hoover is right, all

When the orchid 
show opened in January, the “baby moth” orchid, 
with small whitish petals and a grooved pink lip, was 
introduced to the United States. Two months later 
Supt. Pring placed on view the first. light Chinela 
orchid to bloom beyond the Panaman forests: The

orchids to grow. Now, for the first time in this re- 
gion, “Chinese” Wilson's “beauty bush,” one of the 
last of that great plant hunter’s exotic shrub im- 
portations from Oriental hillsides, is showing a white 
scattering of star-like blossoms near the display 
house.

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LIMITING RADIO ADVERTISING. | 

Radio men disagree as to the feasibility of Canada’s 
plan to limit radio advertising to 5 per cent of the 
program time, which is part of her proposal for 
Government control of broadcasting. Frank J. Mason, 
vice president of the National Broadcasting Co., thinks 
limiting selling talks to three minutes per hour 
would “kill the goose that lays the golden egg.” 
Alfred J. McCosker, a director of the National Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters, says the plan would be good 
for radio and hopes it will be adopted in this country. 

We incline to agree with Mr. McCosker. 
the important part that advertising revenues have 
played in building up our radio systems, yet excessive 
advertising now causes many home radios to remain 
silent. Salesmanship would have more listeners if it 
were brief and to the point instead of lengthy and 
boring, as it frequently is at present. Such a re- 
striction as Canada proposes will improve the quality 
of advertising aw well as the quality of radio pro- 
grams. Reduction of advertising time on a 15-minute 
program to 45 seconds from the three to five min- 
utes used at present may seem drastic. Yet the 
present practice, with 15 to 30 per cent used for ad- 
vertising, results in an unbalanced program. Merely 


announcing the sponsor and his product will result in | 


more good will on the part of the listener than a 
lengthy appeal to buy. r

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THOSE INDULGENT SHERIFFS. 

There is nothing in Emily Post to guide puzzled 
Sheriffs in their attitude toward prisoners convicted 
of bootlegging and the result is, take it from Judge 
Wham, chaos. Some of the Illinois Sheriffs, into 
whose keeping bootleggers have been entrusted, are 
very kindly. They permit them to loll in the sun, to 
partake of choice edibles and even, on occasion, to 
forsake the gray walls of the hoosegow to. visit their 
loved ones at home. 

As prison practice, of course, this is atrocious and 
Judge Wham has said so in those grim accents for 
which he is noted. Yet jails must have trusties and 
the flintiest jailers have their favorites. Who shall 
be chosen? The murderer, the thief, the passer of 
bogus checks, or the genial dealer in beverages— 
vinous, malt and spirituous? In every jail in the 
land, the last-named is running far in front of the 
field. 

We hesitate to apply a moral to this subject but, 
as Judge Wham and all other harassed enforcers of 
prohibition know, it is impossible to put dry law 
violators in the same category with those guilty of 
crimes which are universally condemned. With 70 
per cent of the American people favoring repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment, is it any wonder that 
Sheriffs are lax toward bootleggers? 
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The true explanation of it probably is that the atom 
cracked under the strain. 
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MORE DEMOCRATIC PLUTOGOGING. 

The State Democratic organization of Wisconsin. 
encouraged by the large Democratic vote for dele- 
gates to the national party convention, is preparing 
for an aggressive campaign against the La Follette ad- 
ministration. The party has selected for issues, says 
the Associated Press, “high taxes, unemployment and 
the unsettled affairs of the nation.” 

Of course, in Wisconsin, as in other states, unem- 
ployment and unsettled conditions are prevalent, but 
to hold Senators La Follette and Blaine for what Hoo- 
ver and Congress have done or not done is to blame 
Mr. Hoover for persecuting the Power Trust, a charge 
of which we are all quite willing to acquit him. 

Taxes may seem high to Wisconsin taxpayers, but, 
as a matter of fact, the State’s per capita indebtedness, 
owing to the La Follette policy of paying as you go, 
without issuing bonds, is lower than that of any other 
state. Twenty years ago, 90 per cent of all revenue 
was raised by property tax. Today, property bears 
only 66 per cent of all taxes and does not contribute 
& cent to State revenues. The remaining 34 per cent 
is derived from income and license taxes. 

Don't the people like this system? There are those, 
naturally, who do not—the people in the higher brack- 
ets who are assessed on incomes somewhat in_pro- 
portion to their ability to pay. It is interesting to 
recall that Wisconsin. Democrats, away back in 1912, 
came out in opposition to the State income tax. It 
appears, then, to us of less enlightened states, that 
the Democratic organization in Wisconsin, sadly be- 
reft by the La Follettes of popular issues, feels itself 
driven to plutogoging again.

A fine opportunity for some public-spirited group 
to work for removal of ugly signs and structures lies 
in the scenic area about the Lake of the Ozarks. 

Adjacent to that delightful body of water in the Mis- 
souri hills, and especially near the great new power 
dam, offensive signs of all descriptions have sprung 
up by scores. They advertise land for sale, hot dogs, 
gasoline and all the usual claptrap. In many spots, 
the wild grandeur of the scene is all but ruined for 
motorists by these signs and by ugly frame filling 
stations and refreshment stands. Short-sighted per- 
sons are seeking thus to capitalize the sudden devel- 
opment of a recreation area.

America in the Tariff Trap 


Great loss of foreign trade, causing unemployment for a million men, has come from 
_ U. S. tariff policy, Congressman Rainey tells interviewer; other nations retaliate, 
and now England plans new trade group from which America will be excluded; 

our most-favored-nation treaties block reciprocity; world tariff parley is imperative.

cow E are in a tariff trap. High- 
tariff beneficiaries are already or- 
ganizing in Washington for still 
higher tariffs. Low-tariff believers are cry- 
ing for lower rates. But neither group is 
thinking about the real problem. The real 
problem is to get back our foreign trade. 
What we need now is a plan—a broad, 
comprehensive plan to save that foreign 
trade from complete disaster. Our tariff 
policy will be only a part of that plan.” 

These ominous words came to me from 
the snowy-locked Democratic leader of the 
House, Henry T. Rainey. I talked with 
Rainey because I knew that in business 
everybody is wondering what the Democrats 
will do about the tariff if they get into 
power next fall. Rainey is not only the 
Democratic floor leader, but he is the vet- 
eran of more tariff battles than any man 
in the House. He is certainly the leading 
student of that vexatious subject on his side 
of Congress. When the Democrats come to 
make a tariff policy, Rainey’s voice will be 
powerful. 

“It is popular now to make light of our 
foreign trade,” he said. “People tell us 
our foreign trade is just 7 or 8 per cent 
of all our trade. But four years ago in 
our political campaign, we didn’t make light 
of it. Mr. Hoover told us then that ‘our 
total volume of exports translates itself into 
employment for 2,400,000 families, while its 
increase in the last seven years has inter- 
preted itself into a livelihood for an aéddi- 
tional 500,000 families.” 

“In 1929 we sold abroad $5,251,000,900 
in merchandise. Last year we sold less 
than half of that. If Mr. Hoover's estimate 
is correct, the livelihoed of over a million 
families in this country has been destroyed 
by the losses in our foreign trade in the 
last year. It will be worse this year. 

— . 


“Many people suppose that we have 


.merely to wait for prosperity to drift back 


to us and that our foreign trade will re- 
turn. ‘They are mistaken. Our foreign 
trade is being systematically and definitely 
taken away from us and we will never get 
it back until we form a definite plan to re- 
cover it. 

“It is very difficult to make people grasp 
the fact that you cannot sell goods abroad 
unless you buy goods abroad, too. But_this 
is a fact of the greatest importance. 
is no international currency. The 
buy abroad must be paid for with other 
goods. The only other way to pay for them 
is with gold. This, of course, is impossible, 
because there is not enough gold to pay 
for even a fraction of these purchases. 
Even the sreat, rich United States has not 
enough gold to pay for what it buys from 
foreign nations, } 

“As soon as the Hawley-Smoot bill was 
passed, other countries proceeded to build 
their own tariff walls. The chief point in 
these foreign tariffs is that they are mainly 
directed at the Uniteg States. They are_re- 
taliatory tariffs. They are made exp y 
to keep our goods out. \ 


“All these new. duties in these distant 


countries may seem remote and unimpor- 
tant. But every time we hear of another 
tariff rate, another quota discrimination, 
another licensing arrangement, another em- 
bargo, another foreign control, we may be 


a 


sure another group of American workmen 
have gone home to their families and an- 
nounced that they have been fired. 

“Now comes the most serious threat of 
all. Greag Britain, after 90 years of free 
trade, goes over to the protective system. 
She has adopted her tariffs chiefly as a 
weapon to be used to bargain with other 
nations. England now proposes to use her 
new tariff to make openings for herself in 
the tariff walls of other countries. 

“First, she has her own dependencies, 
which constitute a large group of nations 
comprising a fourth of the earth’s popula- 
tion. These will all be included in a vast 
customs union within which there will be 
comparative free trade. Next, with her own 
tariffs as a weapon, she counts on bring- 
ing numerous other countries—chiefly those 
off the gold standard—to join with her ina 
series of preferential] tariff relations.

It is a matter of profound seriousness 
and we are doing nothing about it, 

“If England and Canada can make pref- 
erential agreements with other nations, why 
cannot wer In other words, is not the 
one way out of this difficult’ situation to 
enter into a series of reciprocity agreements 
with other nations? 

“We are practically stopped from nego- 
tiating any reciprocity treaties with other 
countries because we are bound, hand and 
foot, by the so-called ‘most-favored-nation’ 
treaties which we have with other coun- 
tries. France makes fine gloves. We need 
them. She needs our wheat. We could 


- Make a reciprocity treaty with France ad- 


mitting her gloves free or at a low tariff 
in return for free admission of our wheat. 
But we have an ‘unconditional most-fa- 
vored-nation’ treaty with Czecho-Slovakia. 
which also makes gloves and which would 
thus be able to claim the same preferentia! 
rate. In whatever direction we turn, we

“For this we can thank our State Depart- 
ment in the last 10 years.

An unusual number of mendi- 
cants were observed yesterday in 
the downtown business section. One 
of the few requirements for admit- 
tance at Ozanam, at Montgomery 
and Coleman street, is that lodgers 
refrain from loitering about neigh- 
boring streets. The old hospital is 
set in a large yard, part of which 
has been made into a garden cuiti- 
vated by the men at the shelter. 
Recreational facilities are afforded. 

Prior to the closing of the Mu- 
nicipal Lodging House, at Four- 
teenth and Pine streets, some of 
the lodgers transferred to the shel- 
ter, increasing its population by 
about 20 per cent during the last 
two weeks. 

In anticipation of a big increase 
yesterday, 600 additional army cots
